By a 
junction with “Mad Anthony’’ Wayne 
Lafayette headed off the British inva- 
sion of the interior of Virginia and 


caused the retreat of Cornwallis to 
Yorktown, which he and his army ney- 
er left except as prisoners to Washing- 
ton and the gallant allies. 

Rochambeau was with Washington 
all through the brilliant campaign 
which deceived. Clinton, at New York, 
and enabled the allies to make a hasty 
march to Yorktown.

BLAMES PRINCETON 


College Rules Are To Blame for 
‘““Cribbing ”’. 


The Boston papers published - this 
morning a story that the Prineeton 
Committee of Examinations had discov- 
ered a most flagrant case of “cribbing ” 
in the entrance examinations from And- 
over and that 20 out of 31 papers had to 
be thrown ‘out. ; 

When it was discovered that some of 
the papers were duplicates, and that 
it was plainly obvious that there has 
been dishonesty practised by a number 
of the students: who took the examina- 
tion, the university authorities secured 
two lawyers, who took the evidence 
produced,, and with. their assistance 
about 22 of the papers were declared 
non-acceptable. 

Prof. Graves, who has-been acting 
principal of the Academy, stated that he 
regretted the “cribbing very much, but 
did not consider the Academy authorities 
to blame. He considered the “cribbing” 
to be the result of the looseness of the 
Princeton entrance requirements ‘and of 
the manner in which the examination is 
conducted in Andover by the Princeton 
professor assigned to the duty of proctor,

FIFTH SEASON 


Once Again the Summer School will 
Keep Andover Boys Busy For Six 
Weeks. 


For the fifth year, Andover is to have 
what has proved to be an inestimable 
boon to parents and a great benefit to 
the boys of the town, namely what is 
yariously known as the “summer”, “va- 
cation” or ‘‘play” school. 

Its period of trial in Andover has 
shown it to be such a good thing that it 
will undoubtedly be continued for many 
more years. This town was one of the 
first to try the idea which has been 
adopted widely by other towns and 
cities. It was organized by former Supt. 
of Schools George E. Johnson, assisted 
by the Andover Guild which then and 
now contributes much of the fund neces 
sary for its continuance as the fees, fifty 
cents a scholar, for thé term of six 
weeks, is merely nominal and does not 
nearly pay expenses. ee 

One of the principai recOmmendations 
of the school is the fact that the boys, 
for it is. entirely for them, the ex- 
periment of admitting girls hav- 
ing been abandoned pring¢ipally for the 
reason that not sufficient money is forth- 


_c¥ining to allow-ef-beth—being-cared-for,; 


like to attend and do so on their own 
volition. The method of imparting 
knowledge is such that the boys learn 
much that is useful and much that will 
improve their general welfare in a man- 
ner that seems hardly more than play. 

A boy likes his summer vacation free 
and-looks~-forward to a cessation of 
studies with. pleasurable anticipations, 
yet this same, boy will eagerly seek an 
opportunity to return to the school- 
house he so dislikes and put himself 
under restraint for six weeks in the va- 
cation school. Such has. been proved 
to be the case in Andover by the four 
years trial of the school. =» ° 

As last. year the school will be in 
charge of John Angus of Princeton col- 
lege, who was associated with Supt. 
Johnson from the organinization of the 
‘scheme in 1897, at the Guild House. 
Mr, Angus. was very successful in his 
management and hopes to have as suc- 
cessful a season this year. Part of the 
teaching force will retin to assist him 
again and others will be new ones who 
take an-interest-in the-work:--— :

CHURCH LIGHTHOUSE. 


The only church in the world, so far 
as is known, that is also a lighthouse, 
is St. Philip's church, Charleston, 8, 
C.,-says the New York Herald. 

St. Philip’s, which is one of the old- 
est churches in America, is known as 
the “Westminster Abbey of South Car- 
olina,” because within and about its 
walls, so many distinguished men lie 
buried, including John C. Calhoun. The 
history of the old church is closely, in- 
terwoven with that of South Carolina, 
and many of the most.celebrated events 
in the history of the province are con-. 
nected with it. ~ 

It is one of the sights of Charleston, 
and strangers are always taken to see 
it, and shown. its graves and monu- 
ments. get aed 

The most remarkable feature of the 
old church, however, is the fact that its 
lofty steeple serves the purpose of a 
lighthouse, and is used to guide- the 


port of Charleston, The use of the 
steeple as a lighthouse dates back to 
1994, when the United States Nighthouse 


peated efforts, including the vestry of 

the old church to allow a lantern to be 

placed in the upper story of the steple 

to be used as a range light for vesacis 
t 


at its mouth. : 

The light used is very powerful, and 
is placed at an altitude of about 126 
feet above the ground, so that it is eas- 
ily visible 30 miles at sea, Ships mak- 
ing for Charleston harbor at night al- 
ways keep a sharp lookout for St. Phil- 
ip’s light, and as soon.as.they-sight-it 
get it into line with the beacon on fort 
Sumter, and then make a straightaway 
rum for the mouth of the jetties, and 
up through them into the harbor of 
Charleston, 

The light is attended by the old sex- 
ton of St. Philip’s church, T. J. Riley, 
who has occupied the posttion of sex- 
ton for more than 50. years. He has 
never failed in his duties, and, rain or 
shine, he‘mounts the high and narrow 
winding staircase of the old steeple 
every evening at sunset and lights the 
beacon in its lofty perch. His limbs 
are feeble now, for he is 70 years Old, 


and the climb is a long and stiff oae. |: 


St. Philip's church steeple’ is con- 

sidered one of the band t_archilec- 
turally in the world, and always at- 
tracts the eye of strangers. entering 
Charleston from the sea py its com- 
manding height and artistic propor- 
tions, a :
